However, upon review of the 
previous office action and currently pending claims further restriction deemed necessary 
as following (applicant regrets any inconvenience that said restriction letter may have 
caused applicant): 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 
Group lll(a). Claims 49-60 and 63-64, drawn to drawn to antibodies which 

bind CSAPK and kits comprising said products, classified in class 530, 

subclass 387.9. 

Group III (b) . Claims 61-62, drawn to methods of detecting said CSAPK 
polypeptides utilizing said antibodies, classified in class 435, subclass 7.1. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can 
be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process 
for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of 
using that product. See MPEP § 806.05(h). In the instant case kinase assay solutions 
may be utilized to detect said polypeptides in the mthod of Group II, which are totally 
different products than antibodies of Group I. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different 
classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
reserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.

Additionally, in 
order to retain the right to rejoinder in accordance with the above policy, Applicant is 
advised that the process claims should be amended during prosecution either to 
maintain dependency on the product claims or to othenvise include limitations of the 
product claim.
